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description of Activity 

The AEDYNAMIC activity is responsive to DDO Objective A. 2. a 
"to increase the impact of moderate and liberalizing elements of 
Soviet society on t he foreign and military policies of the Soviet 
Government.** AEDYNAMIC seeks to exploit and increase national- 
istic, cultural and other dissident tendencies in the Ukraine 
and thereby to exert pressure on the Soviet regime for greater 
national and intellectual freedom. The principal means by which 
AEDYNAMIC attempts to encourage and to widen the scope of this 
already active dtiSSTdenco is by actjuliing, publishing and in- 
filtrating into the USSR literary, political and historical 
works conducive to an increased growth of a Ukrainian national 
consciousness. This is an evolutionary, rather than revolutionary, 
process. 

Since 1950 the Agency has supported the Foreign Representa- 
tion of the Ukrainian Supreme Liberation Council (ZP/UHVR) , a 
small political advisory council of Ukrainian emigre intellec- 
tuals based in New Yoi’k, and its research, writing, and editorial 
component Prolog Research Corporation of New York, an Agency 
proprietary.
